of Pines which is of pertinent interest. 
as the new government of Cuba will 
be shortly inaugurated, with irhich 
will be taken up. among other ques- 
tions. the determination of the status 
»f the Isle of Pines. 


The island is UStJ square miles in 


area, or very nearly the size of the 
state of Rhode Island, and has a popu- 
lation of 3.109. In its physical fea- 
tures it is very picturesque. In gen- 
eral the surface is a plateau of 50 to 
100 feet above the sea level, broken by 
ridges, the most remarkable summits 
being the Sierra de la Canada. 1,COO 
feet and Daguilla, 1.500 feet, from 
which may be had a view of the entire 
isiand. The southern part, compris- 
ing about one-third of the entire area, 
is an inipassabie cienaga. or sait bayoti 
and lagoon, interspersed by islets ana 
rocky ledges and occupied by nsher- 
meu. The island has a number of riv- 
ers of excellent vrarer. the most im- 
portant of which is the Xuevas. five 
to ten feet deep and navigable four 
or five rni!es. 


The Isle of Pines is connected with a 


labyrinth of reefs and isiets. of which 
the best known are the Jardines. so 
named from verdure clad isiets strewn 
like "gardens" amid blue waters and 
fr«>m wbif-h fresh water bubbies up 
from the deep, flowing probably in sub 
tcrruueau galleries from the mainland 
ihe miiiorai springs, for which the is- 
land has a worldwide reputation, are 
reniarkabie especially in pulmonary. 
rheumatic C'tul throat affections. 


The ciimate is described as "deli- 


cKnis. the air r»eing pure and balmy and 
dry." The wet season, or summer, ex- 
tends from June until October. The 
hottest hours are from 10 a. m. to 12 m. 
About 2:30 p. m. ibe breeze from the 
sea moderates the temperatnre. The 
dry season, or winter, extends from Oc- 
tober to June. The annual rainfall is 
less than on the gulf coast. TUe aver- 
ace of rainy days is ten in the month. 
and the average humidity 75 per cent. 


The mean annual temperature is 75 


degrees. The prevailing winds are the 
northeast trades, which blow with bui 
liule variation throughout the year. 
rendering the nights cool both in win 
ter and summer. The range in tempera- 
ture iietween summer and winter rare 
Iv exceeds a mean of 11 degrees.

John Dillon, the Irish Nationalist 


who rw-s-utly called Joseph Cuainber- 
laia. thi- British colonial secretitrj. a 
liar iu the house of commons, has been 
influenc-xl for many years by a specific 
aim and a personal ambition. The 
former vvus to see Ireland obtain au- 
tonomy, and the latter was to be tlM 
recognized <-hief of the Irish party. MJB 
tLe Xc\v York World. In pro««cntlou 
of his hume rule purpose he has been a 
cvusisteut and persistent fighter nearly 
all his life. In furtherance of hia nat- 
ural ambition be has been indefatigable 
ever since the fall and death of Par- 
nell. 


His career has been full of adventure 


and vicissitudes. He inherited hia rio- 
lent anti-English preindices from hia 
father, John Blake Billon, who waa an 
Irish rebel leader of L&tS. The aon 
vras born in 1851, was graduated at 
tlie University of Dublin and afterward 
studied medicine. He practiced for a 
short time, but soon gave up that pro^ 
fessioc for national politics. He first 
enteret: parliament in 18SO as a mem- 
ber for Tipperary. That was the be- 
ginning of his tempestuous career, and 
theni-eiartb he was always In the cen- 
ter «>f every Irish political agitation, 
lie Las generally been regarded a* ma 
eloquent speaker, but it was, rather, hi* 
ag-jTJs^ive personality that made him 
so conspicuous. He came to the tJnlt- 
ed Stales with Mr. Parnell In 1SSO and 
organized tbe American Land league. 
Back again in jiarliament. he boldly 
procki-med himself for an unrelenting 
fight Against England. 


lie v.-as thrice imprisoned for hia 


pub!:c attewnces or acts, first in 1882, 
:\SAU: in 1SSS and the third time In 
IsOl. The usual charge against Mm 
vrus t:i;it of inciting Irish tenants to 
resist the payment of rents. While nn- 
uer b:-il for triai in 1S90 he escaped 
from 11 eland, got safely to France and 
with bis fellow refugee O'Brien again 
vtsiti-d this country. In his absence he 
was sentenced to six months' imprison- 
ment. Iterurning to France afrer Par- 
neH'p -"lownfali. he stated bis willing- 
ness to go bact to Ireland and serve 
his :e;:n on condition that he would 
be ci.it> the nominee of the Irish party 
for i hi* leadership at the next session. 
V\"!>et*u^r or not he received this as- 
s ors no- is not known, but he returned 
to Ireknd and served out his sentence. 


In thf iatter part of Parneli's life Dil- 


lon • banged his friendship for his old 
leader co a sentiment of rigorous hostil- 
ity. 
Fur his attacks upon Pame'I he 


was as-faulted by mobs in the streets 
of D>ibi:tt. Cork and Waterford during 
the v.vek of Pamell's funeraL He sub- 
sequently propitiated the adherents ot 
the • uncrowned kins" by delivering a 
brilliant eulogium upon Parnell. 


Mr. Dillon is a tall, slender man, of 


n.iiuraily frail physique, whose debili- 
tated health was much aggravated by 
his last imprisonment.
